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FOREWORD 


1 his catalog lists Office of Education publications which 
are either in stock or in press as of October 1960, and are 
expected to be available for sale to the public through the 
Superintendent of Documents, U.S. Government Printing 
Office, early in 1961. It does not include masthead and 
other processed publications and materials prepared by the 
various divisions for free distribution to special mailing 
lists. 

Many new titles have been added to the previous catalog, 
Publication s of the Office of Education: 1959 , reflecting the 
increased interest in all phases of American education and 
the stimulus provided by the National Defense Education 
Act of 1958. Reports on the first year’s activities under 
several NDEA programs are included in the list The 
Biennial Survey of Education in the United States has 
been extended to provide new sections of statistics on county 
units, rural counties, and suburban cities. 

In addition to new studies, this list includes recent edi- 
tions of annual surveys which, since the academic year 1869- 
70, have become traditional publications of the Office of 
Education. These studies provide data and forecasts con- 
cerning finances, enrollment, staff, curricul um, and facili- 
ties of public schools and colleges and universities. Through 
these publications lift Office of Education seeks to fulfill its 
responsibility, dating back to 1867, to “diffuse such infor- 
mation respecting the organization and management of 
schools and school systems, and methods of teaching, as 
shall aid the people of the United States in the establish- 
ment and maintenance of efficient school systems, and other- 
wise promote the cause of education throughout the 
country.”

5.4- clreular series. In the number 5.4/650, the 550 indicates the 
circular number. 

Since July 1, 1959, Office of Education publications have 
been given OE identification numbers / which are now in- 
corporated as the last five digits of the catalog numbers 
used by the Superintendent of Documents. The OE num- 
bering system appears in the contents of thifc bulletin. Pub- 
lications bearing an OE number have been listed in numeri- 
cal order under each heading; previously issued publications 
are found in alphabetical order under the appropriate head- 
ings before the numerical listing. 

Cross reverences give the numerical group heading for each 
title. For example, the annotated entry for a see also title 
followed by (15026) would be found in the second (prast- 
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.July ’59) part of the section numbered 15000-15999 (Library 
Services), in numerical order according to the catalog num- 
ber. In that category the first part of the catalog number 
would always be 5.215; the last part of the number would be 
15025. References to pre-July ’59 titles are indicated by 
figures such as (15 . . .). The annotated entry in that case 
would be found in the first part of the 15000 section, in 
alphabetical order.

AND LOCAL AGENCIES PURCHASING PUBLICATIONS THROUGH THE GOVERNMENT lPRINTINO 
OFFICE 

Statement of the Superintendent of Documents: 

As the official sales agency for Government, publications, the regulations 
under which we must operate require remittance in advance of shipment 
of publications. In order to accommodate the orders of State, county, 
and municipal agencies and institutions, which in themselves are pre- 
vented from sending remittances without delivery of goods, or some 
formal presentation of the charges, we have evolved several ordering 
plans that have worked satisfactorily for many years. They are as 
follows: 

I. Purchase order with attached State claim voucher 

A formal purchase order is submitted by the State agency, listing the 
publications desired. Attached to the purchase order is a State claim 
or voucher which we prepare, listing the publications that can be fur- 
nished and the cost The claim or voucher is certified as correct by an 
official of this Office and notarized if necessary. The purchase order 
and claim- voucher is mailed back to the requisitioning agency for presen- 
tation to their paying authority and the drawing of the check. The 
purchase order is resubmitted with check to this Office and shipment of 
publications is immediately accomplished. 

II. Purchase order requiring our pro forma forma 

A formal purchase order is submitted without a claim or voucher at- 
tached and we prepare and submit a pro forma invoice in as many 
copies as desired, as our formal presentation of the publications we can 
furnish and the charges. The purchase order and our pro forma invoices 
are returned to the requisitioning agency for their procedures in pro- 
curing a check. 

HI. Purchase order with remittance attached, requiring certified invoices or paid 
receipts 

Many of the agencies, either from special funds, or by an agreement with 
their disbursing officials, are able to send their remittances with their 
purchase orders. They request on the order a certified invoice or paid 
receipt, which we provide in the number of copies desired. The purchase 
order and the receipts are returned with the shipment of publications, 
and the receipts are introduced into their procedures at this time to 
support the disbursement. This method expedites shipment to the order- 
ing agency, since there is only one submission of the purchase order. 
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IV. Pnrchue of coupons for ordering publica tions 

Many State agencies place orders for our coupons, sold in sets of twenty 
or one dollar, good until used, for purchasing publications sold by this 
Office. As remittance is required in advance of the shipment of coupons, 
a check would be procured m the same manner as described in one of 
the methods above. Coupons attached to any order from a State agency 
would be honored as cash for the purchase of our publications, thereby 
eliminating preparation of claim-vouchers, pro forma invoices, and 
drawing of checks for each order. 

V. Depositors’ account* 

We maintain depositors’ accounts providing a convenience for State 
agencies enabling them to avoid the necessity of obtaining quotations, 
sending individual remittances and the preparation of a claim-voucher 
for each order. A check, procured in a manner as described before, 
would be sent to this Office as a deposit, in an amount sufficient to cover 
all charges for publications to be ordered for a period of several months 
and may be for $25 or more. An individual account number is assigned 
and a supply of special depositors’ order blanks forwarded to the new 
depositor As orders are received, publications are mailed and notations 

be^n^i«W 0n ^ b ank ^ fP lam ‘ he 8t * tus of i tems which cannot 
be furnuihed. This copy of the order is returned to the State agency 

and will also show the amount charged against the account and credit 
balance remaining on hand. When the credit balance becomes low an 
additional deposit is required and if the account is overdrawn, the State 
agency is notified. This method greatly simplifies the problems of State 
agencies m the processing of fewer vouchers and checks and eliminates 
tlte issuance of formal purchase orders.
